The Grading; of Wheat. 


The Minneapolis chamber of commerce in- 


spection committee has prepared the following 
new rules for wheat inspection at Minneapolis: 


No. 1 hard spring wheat shall be composed of 


not less than 85 per cent of Scotch fife wheat, 
which must be sound, plump, dry, well cleaned,' 
and weigh not less than 58 Iba. to the measured 
)ushel. 


No. 2 hard spring wheat shall be composed of 


not less than 80 per cent of Scotch fife wheat 
which must be sound, dry, reasonably plum band 
reasonably clear' and weigh not less than 56 ibs. 
to the measured bushel. 


No. 1 spring wheat shall be composed of 


sound, dry, plumb, well cleaned spring wheat 
and weigh not less than 58 Ibs. to the measured 
bushel. 


No. 1 northern shall be composed of sound, 


dry, well cleaned, spring wheat, -weighing not 
less than 58 Ibs. to the measured bushel, and to 
consist of not leas than 50 per cent of Scotch fife 
wheat. 


No.2 spring wheat shall be composed of sound, 


dry, reasonably plumb and reasonably clear 
spring wheat, and weigh not les» than 56 Ibs. to 
the measured bushel. 


No. 2 northern shall be composed of' sound, 


dry, reasonably clear and reasonably plumb 
spring wheat, weighing not less than 56 Ibs. to 
the measured busbel,and consist of not less than 
40 per cent of Sco'ch fife wheat. The grades of 
No 4 and Extra No. 1 were stricken from the 
rnles, and the dockage system as now practiced 
was ordered abolished at the end of tbe present 
crop year. 


DTJLUTH INSPECTION KTJLES. 


Ihe Duluth inspection rules for this season 


will be of interest to tbe farmers in this vicini- 
ty. Following ia the substance: 


No. 1 hard spring wheat—Must be sound, well 


cleaned and weigh not less than 58 pounds to 
tbe measured bushel, and be composed mostly of 
Scotch fife wheat. 


No. 1 northern spring—Be sonnd,well cleaned, 


weighing not less than 58 pounds to the bushel 
and be composed of hard and soft varieties. ' 


No. 1 spring—Be sound, well cleaned and 


weigh 58 pounds to the bushel. 


No 2 bard spring—Be sound and reasonably 


clean, composed mostly of Scotch fife wheat aad 
weigh 56 pounds to the bushel. 


No. 2 northern spring—Be sound, reasonably 


clean and weigh not less than 56 pounds to the 
bushel and be composed of hard and soft varie- 
ties of wheat. 


No. 2 spring—Be sound and reasonably clean 


and weigh 56 pounds to the bushel. 


No. 3 spring—Comprises all wheat fit for 


warehousing and not good enough for No. 2, 
weighing not less than 52 pounds to the bushel. 


Rejectee! spring—Comprises all wheat fit for 


warehousing, but too low in weight or otherwise 
for No. 3. All wheat s'igntly damp will be re- 
ported as "no grade," with inspector's notations 
as to quality and condition, or too damp to be 
considered safe for warehousing, or has any 
considerable admixture of foreign grain or seeds 
or badly bin-burnt, whatever grade it might 
otherwise be, is pronounced "condemned," with 
inspectors' notes as to quality and condition. 
Bice wheat will in no case be inspected higher 
than rejected. 
Wheat containing any mixture 


however light, of rice wheat (sometimes termed 
goose wheat, or "California"), shall be graded 
rejected however high it might otherwise grade. 
No. 1 and No. 2 northern spring are new grades 
here. No. 1 and No. 2 hard rnles are closer 
drawn than before. There is no change in win- 
ter wheat rules. 


An Important l>and Decision. 


It will be remembered by many in Bismarck1 


that when the road reached as far west as the 
Little Missouri country, there was a scramble 
for the land where Glendive now stands. In 
fact it had been covered by different parties 
with various kinds of script, even before the 
road had penetrated the country beyond Bis- 
marck. When the road reached the point in 
question Gtn. Lewis Merrill made arrange- 
ments with the railroad whereby the company 
received half the townsite, which was platted 
and sold. Soon after other parties appeared on 
the scene, among them E. T. Winston and W. 
B. Shaw, claiming the validity of their title to 
tbe land. The matter bas been before the local 
land officers at Miles City, and the Miles City 
Journal of tbe 23rd gives the following as the 
decision in the case: 


A decision in this celebrated case was reached 


yesterday by Messrs Krei'ler and tiould, regis- 
ter and receiver of tbe lo^al land office. This 
contest must take place with the most impoit- 
ant of its kind, involving as it did so many 
diverse interests, claiming under half breed 
script locations, and pre-emption and home- 
stead filings, and having for the bone of conten- 
tion the major p jrtion of tbe residence district 
of Glendive.

Merrill, U. & A.; E. T.'Winston, of Bismarck; 
Joseph W. Allen, Michael H. Brown and Thomas 
Kean, of Glendive, each party representing a 
separate and adverse interest. The decision as 
rendered is too lengthy to give in detail, but 
may be snmma>iz d as follows:

As 
the Winston claim represented a strip of land 
between the railroad depot and the Yellowstone, 
extending close to the Merrill hotel, the military 
speculators have opposed it tooth and nail, and 
the dispute culminated in a contest which was 
heard in Miles City last April. Other adverse 
claimants ia the meantime had interjected 
themselves, professing to have settled on por- 
tions of the tract involved before the filing of 
script thereon and under tbe privileges of tbe 
public land laws. The hearing was peculiar in 
the fact that there whs five sets of rival claim- 
ants p rticipating in it simultaneously and

The testimony covered upwards of 
500 pages of legal cap. This mass of evidence, 
as variously illuminated or otherwise by the ar-

>een sooner rendered. 
They award to Mr. 


Winston about nineteen acres which he claimed, 
illow a preemption claim of eighty acres to 
Thomas Kean, and concede the balance-to tbe 
Herrill townsite company. Two of the original 
claimants are left wholly out in the cola. The 
case will doubtless now be carried on appeal by 
he dissatisfied claimants to Washington.

THEEE weeks ago the Yankton Press 


and Dakotaian was howling for a "solid 
south" to down that "disreputable north- 
ern ring." Now the P. & D. has changed 
its tone and says it does not want any- 
thing of the kind. In its issue of the 22d 
it has the following double leaded edit- 
orial: 


In its inception the Press and Dakotaian 


favored the proposition to organize a solid 
south as a measure of defense and offense 
against the northern ring which has done so 
much to bring disgrace upon all of Dakota. It 
did this in the honest conviction that the 
movement would be productive of good results 
aad it continued in this faith until is discovered 
that the solid south move was instigated by the 
very men against whom it was directed and has 
since been carried forward by their agents. It 
further discovered that the ring was power- 
less on its own side of the line and that 
the perpetuation of its power depended almost 
entirely upon the strength it could secretly de 
velop in the south. It was a desperate situa- 
tion for the ring and its reliance for success 
was upon adroit management and the gnlli 
bility of those whom it Bought to use. 
Be- 


coming convinced that this is tha true condi 
tion of affairs, the Press and Dakotian does 
not propose to assist in carrying out a scheme 
which will end only in the betrayal of the 
south and the supremacy of those whom the 
south desires to defeat. 
Some of the papers 


have charged ns with inconsistency in taking 
this course, but that we are entirely consistent 
in our position, time and fntnre developments 
will fully prove. 


What has brought about this change 


of heart? 


Raymond. 
What has caused the Press and Dako- 


taian editor to cast aside all alliances, 
outside of the ring remnant at Yankton, 
in South Dakota and throw his arms 
around Kaymond's neck? 


The Yankton postoffiee. 
Is any more convincing evidence of 


Kaymond's treachery needed than this 
move on the part of the Press and Dako- 
taian? 


Following private correspondence to 


Bowen comes the double leaded editorial 
above quoted.

Raymond has sold out North Dakota.

"Flying-machine men insist," 
Professo* 


Ritchel said yesterday, "that, If they only 
had power enough, they could make the bat 
loon go anywhere. 
Now, I think that tha 


only way to propel a balloon would be to at- 
tack it to a good locomotive on a good track 
In thi, instance, owing to the pressure o£ tht 
air, the ballon would be turned inside out an! 
flapped to pieces. Some French inventors 
daim that when they get a powerful enough 
electric engine In a balloon they cantravtf 
anywhere they like, even against the wind. 
Now I will show you the falsity of their posi- 
tion. I will show you that if you had a 
1,000-horse-power engine no larger than your 
hat, and as light, in order to lift you and the 
machine, the ballon would have so much sur- 
face to present to the wind that you would 
bedashed here and there and collapsed. 
There must be at least 4,000 feet of hydrogen 
gai. in the balloon to lift the machine and the 
man. You never saw a balloon with lea 
than 12,000 feet of gas in iti but I will say 
t,000. Hydrogen gas, being the most com- 
pressib.ebody known, would be compressed, 
and by less displacement of the air allow the 
balloon to drop or be flattened and napped to 
pieces. This also applies to the cigar-shapeS 
ballon. There is a table which shows the air 
pressure against birds flying at a certain 
speed. It shows tne difference of pressure 
against a pigeon, a hawk, and the larger 
birds. It also demonstrates that the pressms 
against an ordinarily large balloon would ts 
atoa" 


To show the principles on which he base£ 


his claim for a flying-machine, Prof. Ritchi£ 
originally used a gas cylinder. Suspended 
from it was his flying machine, with the place 
for the operator. The gas cylinder reduced 
the weight of the machine and operator to one 
pound or less, but never was able to raia 
them from the ground. By turning a crank 
connected with geared wheels, a fan, or pro- 
peller wheel, at the bottom of the machine, 
revolved very rapidly, and the apparatus 
arose. By means of the propellers, or fan% 
the apparatus was moved backward and for- 
ward. The machine lifted fourteen pounds 
of shot placed alongside the operator. 


"There is no limit," Prof. Riehel said, "te 


the lifting power in the air, by means of a 
fan shaped like a screw propeller. The faster 
you go, the greater is the lifting power. The 
lifting power is gauged by the speed, which, 
in turn is gauged by the power behind it IE 
the air there is no limit to the supply at the 
back of the wheel. In the water there is * 
limit, for if a propeller wheel is run too rap- 
idly in the water, air space is formed and 
power is lost. The stumbling block has beem 
that the air propeller has been compared 
with the water propeller.

Prof. Ritchel intends to construct is to havt 
two lifting fans working on parallel places 
and on the same shaft, one of the wheels re- 
volving from right to left, and the other froia 
left to right. The wheels are to be worked 
by independent gearings, but from tte 
same center. If both fans are revolved in the 
same direction the effect is to turn the ma- 
chine in the air. its natural tendency Tjeing to 
rotate in the direction in which the fans move. 
That would be decidedly disastrous, and te 
prevent it the fans are to revolve in different 
directions. 
This machine is intended to sim- 


ply demonstrate that a man can be lifted fre* 
in the air by mechanical force, and in it there 
is to be simply the machinery nere^sary to 
raise. It consists of an engine operated br 
compressed air for moving the two fans. It 
is to be under the control of a man in the bot- 
tom of the machine.

BISHOP SIMPSON'S COMMON SENSE 


Some Experience tVhlen Bnrdett« 


Had aa a Reporter.

All the reporters liked Bishop Simpson. 


While I was amassing a large but not un- 
wieldly fortune on The Peoria Review as a 
ubiquitous reporter, I was assigned by the 
city editor to do the Central Illinois Metho- 
dist Episcopal conference. 
I was the city 


editor and made all the assignments in the 
city department. I was also the sole owner 
and only ubiquitous reporter and took all tha 
assignments which the city editor made. 
Eugene Baldwin was editor-in-chief. The 
staff of The Review was large, but not bulky. 
I think its aggregate weight, physically, was 
about 280 pounds, of which the editor-in- 
chief monopolized 145. Intellectually, it 
weighed a ton. 


Mr. Baldwin was also managing editor. 


There was no business manager. There was 
one at first, but he never had anything to 
manage. Yes, he had, too. He used to man- 
age to keep out of sight most effectually on 
pay-day. After he starved to death we 
moved the editorial rooms—we always called 
it rooms—up to the roof, and left the business 
office open for the collector of internal rev- 
enue to wait in. There were several hun- 
dred of him, with bills of various amounts, 
and I have often wondered how' he amused 
himself down in the deserted business office, 
•waiting for somebody to come in to whom 
he could present his bill. "Well, I was speak- 
ing of the Central Illinois conference. Bishop 
Simpson presided. George Kent was there; 
he was the city staff of The Transcript. E. A. 
Snively was the city editor and local corps of 
The National Democrat. We went early, 
seized a big table belonging to some secre- 
taries, possessed ourselves of their stationery 
and things and calmly waited for the confer- 
ence to confer. 


First thing after the opening exercises, a 


good brother arose and called attention to the 
presence of the reporters '-within the bar" and 
suggested that they be assigned a place with- 
out the sacred- precincts. We felt very badly 
about it as the suggestion was warmly sec- 
onded, but while we were wondering if we 
could carrv the big table with ns, the Bishop 
looked down upon us kindly and said, in a 
soothing way,'-Oh, well, brethren, nevermind. 
If the reporters can stand it I guess the breth- 
ren can.'' We stood it. I remember one 
thing, he said, near the close of the. confer- 
ence, hi his talk to the class of young men 
who stood up to receive his charge. -'And," 
he said, in tha course of bis remarks, "I have 
heard young men in the depth of their hu- 
mility say, 'I am willing to be a poor, de- 
spised Methodist preacher.' Now, brethren, 
if you are poor it is your own fault, and if 
you are despised it is because you are despic- 
able." And then he talked more common 
sense to those young men in five minutes than 
some men are privileged to hear in as many 
years. 


That must have been somewhere about '70, 


I think, '71 maybe. I never saw him again 
until I met him a. year ago, in Chester, at tho 
commencement of the Military Academy of 
Pennsylvania. An old man he was then, full 
of years and honor, past the allotted span of 
human life, revered and esteemed by Chris- 
tians of all denominations, a good citizen/and 
a good man, a rare executive, a most ef- 
fective preacher 
and a 
comprehensive 
scholar. 


All Sorts of Flavoring.

"Fruit sirups, oils, perfumes, bottled ex- 


They 
are used by confectioners, soda-water bot- 
tlers, perfumers, druggists, brewers, and 
cigar and tobacco manufacturers."

"Can you explain the manufacture and 


use?" 


"The manufacture is a secret, and it would 


not do to give it away. They are principally 
extracts from pure fruit, but in some in- 
stances chemicals are used, but never so asto 
be injurious. The uses they are applied to 
are many; all the nice confectionery is fla- 
vored with some fruit sirup, extract of oil of 
almonds being very popular, and costing 
about 813 a pint free from prussic acid. You 
may be surprised to know that as a rule the 
various brands of tobacco are f ormed through 
the use of some flavor. See, here we have 
Havana cigar flavor, Santiago, smoking to- 
bacco flavor, and even cigar coloring. Here 
iire the directions: Dissolve one pint of this 
flavor in four gallons of water, or in one gal- 
lon of alcohol and three gallons of water. 


"Are not some of these flavors very expen- 


sive <"

"They vary in price from $50 cents per 


pound to 81.50. Oil of attar of roses is $12 
aii dunce. Oil of cinnamon, used in confec- 
tionery, is 83 an ounce. Root beer, sarsapa- 
rilla, lemon,/ strawberry, and such like are 
worth $40 'per gallon."

A Standard Set of Characters OB 


Transatlantic Steamers. 


The Wealthy Family—Old Ittan and 


Lonely Woman—The Commercial 


Traveler, the Quiet and the 


Vulgar.

There is an interesting little world of 


human nature on sea as -well as on land, and 
there is a standard set of characters which 
you meet on every transatlantic steamer. 


There is always the wealthy family of real 


or pretended "Knickerbockers," who hold 
themselves aloof from the other passengers 
and have everything a little better than any- 
body else. They sit next to the captain at 
table, they have his state-room for a loung- 
ing-plaee, they are allowed to stand on the 
bridge, to walk on the hurricane deck, to 
finger the compass, and to assist in making 
the daily observations on the sun. They re 
ceive more attention than anybody else from 
the stewards, their chairs and placed in the 
best positions on the deck, and their Sara- 
toga trunks are allowed to stand in the gang- 
ways. You find that their magnificent state- 
room was obtained only a few days before 
sailing, while your own very inferior one was 
only secured with great difficulty by apply- 
ing three months earlier. They rise very 
late and are served with a good breakfast in 
the saloon after the regular houis and when 
the kitchen is inexorably closed to every- 
body else. The other passengers regard them 
with envy and are delighted to see them laid 
.ow by s^a-sickness. 


There is the old man, who retains all his 


youthful love of travel and of feminine 
ot ety. He circulates about from one lady 
to another, tucking them up in their rugs, 
oioving their chairs from place to place, 
es< orting them in their spasmodic little 
Tomeuades, mforming them whenever there 
i > a sail or a porpoise in sight, and telling them 
a thou-and little common places about sleep, 
appetite, digestion, the weather, the speed of 
the ship, etc. He is full of reminiscenses of 
the ''old side-wheeler," or of such and such 
in ''old Cunarder," or of a voyage whi'-h he 
made with old Capt. So-and-So—" a regular 
old sea-dog," The A. family he remembers 
-eenjg summer before last at Ems; the B. 
faiiiily he is accustomed to meet at Carls- 
bail; tlie celebrated Mrs C, he saw "cutting a 
.pc-at splurge last winter at Monaco." fie 
tai;e= his breakfast in his birth, takes a long 
aap after lunch, and feels better "on ship- 
board" than he does on shore. He ia a great 
fellow for slipping off to the saloon just be- 
toiejiljiuier to make a potato salad for him- 
^elf and his friends. 


Thei e is the !onely»woman whom none of 


the other female passengers can "quite make 
out." She has very blonde hair, luxurious 
tur wraps, a maid, and a lap-dog. She conies 
on deck very late, ts careful to avoid the sun 
and the wind, never appears above stairs in 
unpleasant weather, aud takes none of her 
meals in the saloon. The rest of her sex on 
board pretend to take no notice of her, but in 
reality they spend a good part of every day 
in talking about her, and they sometimes 
venture to say among themselves that they 
• Would just give a good deal to know who 


• hat woman really is." She has considerable 
attention from some of the young men who 
are alsd traveling without protection, and she 
takes a good many walks after dark with the 
purser. Her maid has been overhead telling 
the stewardess that she is going to Paris. 


There is the commercial traveler, or bag- 


man, who is the solidest man on the ship. He 
smokes bad cigars and drinks cocktails from 
mor-iing to night, and has a dreadful flow of 
3f spiriK He leads the conversation and the 
gambling in the smoking-room (where he 
spends the greater part of the time), tells great 
5-ai-ns about his travels, and pretends to 
mow more than anybody else about the 
steamer.

some mysterious connection between this and 
the fact that the captain failed to get a good 
'observation" day before yesterday. In the 
morning he tells you he lay awake for two or 
three hours during the night, and that he no- 
ticed that the ship was only going at three- 
quarters speed, and then he reveals some dis- 
covery that he hai made regarding the coal 
she ib burning or the oil which lubricates her 
engines. As soon as you are out of sight of 
land he begins to state positively ,the 
day and hour when you will arrive on 'the 
other side, and when he himself will reach a 
certain hotel in London or Paris, which is,' of 
course, "the bdss hotel of Europe," though 
not to be compared with one he knows of In 
Springfield, or Deadwood, or Chicago. 
He 


wears the same black silk cap that he wears 
on the sleeping-cars, never bring any wraps, 
and occupies other people's chairs. 
The 


amount of luggage needed for a voyage he 
aas reduced to the vanishing point, and he 
boasts that he travels over all the world with 
uothing but a hand-sachet 
He is steadfast 


at his post io. all weather, and eats five great 
meals a day with wonderful gusto. He tells 
the other people at table that "it's a cold day 
nhen he gets left, and don't yon forget it." 
He violates all moral and hygienic laws, but 
is never ill. He is the last man to "turn in'' 
at night. On the last day of the voyage he 
arrays himself in such gorgeous apparel that 
aobody knows him, and just before going 
ashore he proposes three cheers for the 
captain. 


There is the young man who is hail-fellow- 


well-met with everybody. He enjoys a visit 
vuth the roughs, in the smoking-room, and at 
the same time is careful to maintain his 
standing with the aristocracy of the ship. He 
wears man}' different suits of clothes, has a 
fur collar on his overcoat, and is a great 
favorite with the girls. He gets up "pools" 
on the run of the ship, and solicits bets as to 
whether the pilot, when he comes aboard 
will put his right or lett toot first on deck! 
The lugbt before sighting land he organizes a 
toucer^ in the saloon, and <Tirprises every- 
body by the amount of talent which he has 
discovered among the ship's company. He is 
a very useful passenger. 


There is the young man who comes aboard 


equipped as if he were going to play a game 
at laivn-tennis. He immediately be<»ins to 
tell how many times he has ''crossed,'' and to 
talk in a large and familiar way about the 
ins and outs of ocean travel. He soon goes 
below and is not seen again. 


There is the quiet man who listens to all that 


is going on, but says little himself. 
Nothino- 


disturbs him, and he outrides the heaviest 
storms. He lets the young fellows- boast and 
Swagger on all sides of him, when, ii you did 
but kflow it, he has traveled many tunes 
,\round the world, has been often shipwrecked, 
and has had more wonderful adventures than 
anybody on the ship.
